NORTHAMPTON General 
Hospital has fewer alcohol- 
related admissions than the 
national average, a new re¬ 
port has revealed. 

The Local Alcohol Profiles for 
England, published this month by 
the North West Public Health Ob¬ 
servatory at Liverpool John Moores 
University, provided a snapshot of 
information on alcohol issues in 
every local authority and primary 
care trust in the country. 

But while Northampton scored 
well against the national average, 
more men and women are being 
admitted with alcohol-related prob¬ 


lems than ever before. 

The latest figures showed 1,422 
men and 813 women were treated at 
NGH between April 2009 and April 
2010 with alcohol-attributable condi¬ 
tions, compared to 1,385 men and 780 
women the previous year. 

NHS Northamptonshire said the 
development of the Northampton¬ 
shire Alcohol Harm Reduction Strat¬ 
egy in 2009 - in partnership with 
Northamptonshire Police, the Pro¬ 
bation Service, and local councils 
- had helped to reduce the impact of 
alcohol in the county but it stressed 
more work was still needed. 

A spokesman for NHS Northamp¬ 
tonshire said: “Since the strategy 


was implemented there has been a 
range of improvements. The rates 
of alcohol-related admissions in 
Northamptonshire have shown 
pleasing results. 

“Current rates of alcohol-related 
hospital admissions and alcohol 
specific admissions for males and fe¬ 
males in the county are significantly 
better than the England and East 
Midlands results. 

“We know, however, from the in¬ 
formation in the alcohol profiles and 
the every-day experiences of our lo¬ 
cal health services, that there is still 
much work to be done. 

“The profiles reveal that varia¬ 
tions in behaviour associated with 


alcohol exists throughout the coun¬ 
ty but highlights where our efforts 
must be focused. 

“NHS Northamptonshire will con¬ 
tinue to work using a partnership 
approach to tackling alcohol-related 
harm and educating the public to 
drink alcohol in a safe and sensible 
manner, and to get advice and sup¬ 
port if they need it.” 

Deaths specifically related to al¬ 
cohol in Northampton were also in 
line with the national average, ac¬ 
cording to the latest figures from 
2009, which recorded 45 male deaths 
and 23 female deaths.

Soldier fury 
as dream 
bike stolen 


A SOLDIER who saved his 
money to buy a motorbike 
while serving in Afghani¬ 
stan, has been left devas¬ 
tated after his dream ma¬ 
chine was stolen. 

Nathan Rollings, aged 24, was 
visiting his girlfriend in North¬ 
ampton when thieves took his 
prized Kawazaki ZX6R Ninja. 

He said: “I went to my girl¬ 
friend’s and left my bike as nor¬ 
mal outside her house. When I 
went out in the morning, it wasn’t 
anywhere to be seen.” 

Mr Rollings, a ‘searcher’ who 
served with the 9th Battalion The 
Parachute Regiment, saved the 
money to buy and insure the bike 
while serving in Afghanistan ear¬ 
lier this year. As part of his six- 
month tour of Afghanistan his job 
was to search for and arrest Tali¬ 
ban fighters, a job that saw him 
risk his life on a daily basis. 

He said: “I got back in April and 
I bought the bike in May I knew 


before I went away that was what 
I wanted to spend the money I 
received in Afghanistan on, so I 
saved all my money while I was 
out there. 

“The insurance alone cost £1,700 
so I have lost around £7,000 in to¬ 
tal.” 

Mr Rollings has also be dealt an¬ 
other blow after finding out his in¬ 
surance company was not willing 
to cover the bike. 

He has been told they will not 
cover the theft because he did not 
use a heavyweight chain, which 
he says is too heavy to take on the 
bike, to lock it up. 

Instead he just applied the steer¬ 
ing lock. 

His girlfriend, Rebecca Gibbins, 
added: “The fact he was in Af¬ 
ghanistan serving for his country 
searching for bombs to buy that 
bike to have someone just take it 
and the insurance company not 
pay out is just incomprehensible.” 

The bike is a black Kawazaki, 
registration KE57 AUP. 


Relatives get chance 
to visit war graves 


RELATIVES of soldiers who 
died in some of the bloodiest 
actions of World War One are 
being offered an opportunity to 
visit the graves of their loved 
ones during this year’s Remem¬ 
brance season. 

Thousands of Northampton¬ 
shire men were killed or wounded 
during the battles of the Somme 
and Ypres, the two main theatres 
of combat on the Western Front 
during the 1914-18 conflict. 

War Research Society or¬ 
ganiser Alex Bulloch MBE 
said: “The Northamptonshire 
Regiment was involved right 


from the outset of the war. The 
county’s soldiers fought from 
the opening battles of Mons and 
the Marne right through to the 
Armistice in 1918,” he added. 

“Our organisation takes rela¬ 
tives to the graves of loved ones. 
This special service is included 
in the price,” he said. 

The trip will run from Novem¬ 
ber 10-14. 

The visit also includes the 
world-famous Armistice serv¬ 
ice held every year at the Menin 
Gate in Ypres.

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A* success for maths 
prodigy aged only 11 


AN 11-YEAR-OLD maths prodigy from 
Northampton received an A* at GCSE lev¬ 
el, five years before most students usually 
take the exam. 

Giles Shaw, a pupil at Cedar Road Prima¬ 
ry School, conquered pythagoras theorem 
when he was seven years old and studied 
with Year 5 pupils when he was in Year 3. 

He said: “I thought I had done quite well. 
“I would not say that I found the exam easy 
as I had to do a lot of work and I did lots of 
practice papers.” 

His mum Nicola, who is a maths teacher, 
said: “He is very self-motivated. The school 
helped him in that, when he was in Year 3 
he studied with Year 5, and when he was 
in Year 4 he studied with Year 6. That was 


quite an exceptional thing to do.” 

Giles is now going to study at Bishop 
Stopford School in Kettering where he will 
probably start doing an AS level course in 
maths. 

Pupils across the county received their 
results last week, and it proved to be an¬ 
other year of record-breaking GCSE grades 
as schools across Northamptonshire an¬ 
nounced 2011 was their best results ever. 

Among the schools which announced sig¬ 
nificant improvements in the numbers of 
students meeting Government targets of at 
least 35 per cent of pupils gaining five A* 
to C grades or more including English and 
maths, were Sponne School, in Towcester 
and Campion School, in Bugbrooke. 


Parking fears 
as flats plan is 
given approval 


A FORMER Northampton MP has 
criticised planning officers for "fail¬ 
ing to listen to residents" after plans 
to convert a three-storey house 
near The Racecourse into flats were 
passed. 

County Councillor Tony Clarke (Jnd, Castle ) 
hit out at plans to turn a 200-year-old house 
in Watkin Terrace into three separate flats 
- made up of one two-bedroom and two one- 
bedroom homes - during a planning meeting 
last week. 

During a heated exchange with the North¬ 
ampton Borough Council’s planning commit¬ 
tee, Councillor Clarke and two angry resi¬ 
dents were asked to leave the meeting, before 
the plans were then passed. 

Residents complained that turning another 
house in the cul-de-sac into flats would create 
more parking problems in the road and lead to 
more rubbish being left in the street. Watkin 
Terrace is one of two roads in The Mounts not 
in the local parking zone, meaning it is often 
almost impossible to park in the street. 

However, Guildhall planning officers felt 


the conversion would “not cause substantial¬ 
ly more harm to the amenity of the area” and 
would “not prejudice the established charac¬ 
ter of the area”. 

After the meeting, Councillor Clarke said: 
“I was generally angry and frustrated at the 
committee’s reluctance to listen to the com¬ 
munity. The problem we have got in the old 
Victorian terrace houses is that 16 of the 21 
are flats or houses of multiple occupancy. 
There are only five family homes left and the 
area is crying out for family homes. 

“We have scores of empty flat properties 
within walking distance and we get this pleth¬ 
ora of applications to turn family homes into 
these small individual boxes when what the 
community wants is mixed tenure.” 

He said the decision to allow more houses 
to be turned into apartments was pushing 
an already overpopulated area to “breaking 
point”. 

Councillor Clarke added: “There is a lot of 
anger, both in The Mounts and Semilong, be¬ 
cause people don’t think the council is listen¬ 
ing to their concerns about the development 
of the area.”

SINCE Tuesday, 
people have been 
able to book seats 
on a new fleet of 
buses serving rural 
parts of Northamp¬ 
tonshire. 

Northamptonshire 
County Council an¬ 
nounced the launch of 
the County Connect 
mini-bus service at the 
beginning of the month. 
It feature a fleet of seven 
small buses which tour 
the county, picking up 
people who have pre¬ 
booked their journeys. 

The council’s cabinet 
member for infrastruc¬ 
ture, Councillor Andre 
Gonzalez De Savage 
(Con, East Hunsbury) 
said that as well as sav¬ 
ing the authority the 
£2.1 million it previous¬ 
ly paid in bus subsidies, 
the new service would 
also provide buses to 
some parts of the coun¬ 


ty for the first time. 

He said: “This new 
system offers reliable 
bus journeys but one 
of the other advantages 
is that because it’s de¬ 
mand-led costs are kept 
to a minimum. 

“The financial chal¬ 
lenge we face as a coun¬ 
cil has meant we had to 
re-examine the way we 
run all our services in¬ 
cluding the provision of 
subsidised public trans¬ 
port. 

“However, this new 
flexible approach makes 
much more sense today 
and I believe County 
Connect will provide a 
better service for every¬ 
one, not just financially 
but practically too.” 

The County Connect 
buses will make short 
journeys of about eight 
to 10 miles from set 
parts of the county. 

For people who want 
to travel further than 


their closest town, the 
mini-buses will drop 
them off on the main 
bus route so they can 
catch a connecting serv¬ 
ice. Concessionary fares 
will be taken on the bus¬ 
es, which will run from 
7am to 7pm Monday to 
Friday and from 8am to 
6pm on Saturdays. 

Bookings for the serv¬ 
ice can be made from 
today, but the buses will 
not take to the streets of 
the county until Mon¬ 
day, September 5. 

To book a seat on one 
of the buses, passengers 
must first register with 
the service by calling 
0845 4564474 or going to 
www. county-connect. 
co.uk. 

Journeys can then be 
booked by either call¬ 
ing the number, visiting 
the website or texting 
“CountyConnect” fol¬ 
lowed by a message to 
82727.

No let-up 
in search 
for killer 
of family 


THE detective leading 
the manhunt for the 
man accused of mur¬ 
dering a family of four 
in their Northampton 
home believes Anxiang 
Du may be hiding in the 
south of England. 

Four months after the hor¬ 
rific murders of Jifeng Ding, 
his wife Helen Chui and their 
daughters Xing and Alice, of¬ 
ficers from Northamptonshire 
Police are to embark on the 
latest phase of their mission 
to track down their 
main suspect. 

Det Supt Glynn 
Timmins will send 
a team of offic¬ 
ers to more areas 
known to be famil¬ 
iar to Dun. He said: 

“We have spoken to 
a lot of people who 
know Mr Du and 
we are building up 
a picture of what makes him 
tick, what kind of character 
he is and the sort of places he 
is familiar with and feels com¬ 
fortable in. 

“We feel he may be in the 
south of England, but we are 
also in a phase of the opera¬ 
tion that takes into account 
the rest of Europe as well. We 
are liaising with forces across 
the continent and are actively 
looking for intelligence which 
may lead us to his wherea¬ 
bouts.” 

A team of 25 officers is still 
assigned to the case. 

Part of the problem the 
force has faced is the timing 
of the investigation, which 
is running alongside an¬ 
other high-profile murder of 



Hungarian Karoly Varga in 
Wellingborough. The two cas¬ 
es have placed unprecedented 
strain on the county force, 
with an outside team of detec¬ 
tives shipped in from Leices¬ 
tershire to work on the Varga 
case, allowing local officers to 
remain dedicated to the hunt 
for Du. 

Det Supt Timmins said: 
“The Du case is arguably the 
worst murder Northamp¬ 
tonshire has ever seen and 
the fact we have two murder 
investigations running si¬ 
multaneously has 
undoubtedly placed 
a strain on our re¬ 
sources. 

“But we have 
gone to Leicester¬ 
shire and assigned 
a number of detec¬ 
tives to the Varga 
case which has 
proved to be an ex¬ 
cellent forerunner 
to the official regional team 
launching in the coming 
months. It has worked ex¬ 
tremely well so far.” 

The Du investigation has so 
far incurred a one-off cost of 
£100,000. Det Supt Timmins 
said: “We have managed costs 
very carefully and have been 
responsible, but it has not af¬ 
fected our ability to do the 
job. 

“We have been unfortunate 
so far. It has been incredibly 
frustrating but we need to 
keep believing and be in a 
position to react when we get 
that vital piece of informa¬ 
tion. This is a man suspected 
of butchering to death a fami¬ 
ly in their own home. He can’t 
hide forever.”

A FATHER whose son 
was born with a severe 
heart disease, held a fun 
day in Northampton to 
raise money for a charity 
which helps families in 
the same situation. 

Adam Austin, whose one- 
year-old son Kyan suffers from 
congenital heart disease, host¬ 
ed the family event at The Bold 
Dragoon Pub in High Street,

Around 200 people attended 
the fun day, which included a 
bungee run, bouncy castle, face 
painting, a raffle and trolley 
dash. The event raised £1,500 
for The Keep The Beat charity, 
which supports families affect¬ 
ed by congenital heart defects. 

The funds will help buy 
equipment for The East Mid¬ 
lands Congenital Heart Centre 
at Glenfield in Leicester, which 
is the hospital the charity sup¬ 
ports and where Kyan was first 


treated. 

Mr Austin, aged 31, from 
The Headlands, Northamp¬ 
ton, said: “It doubled what we 
wanted to make and totally 
exceeded our expectations. It’s 
absolutely amazing.” 

He said the money helped to 
reach his annual fund-raising 
total of £3,000 and he would 
now raise funds for families 
who would be in hospital over 
Christmas. 

Kyan, who underwent major 
heart surgery in January, will 
receive treatment all his life 
for the disease, which slows 
down his development and 
makes him more susceptible 
to illness. 

Mr Austin, who has three 
children and lives with his 
wife Carmen, aged 36, said: 
“We want to raise awareness 
of the disease and raise funds 
for the charity and Glenfield 
Hospital, and campaign to 
keep it open.

“We have had experience 
first hand of how difficult 
times can be.

The fun day, which included 
a football versus rugby players 
contest, an auction, live music, 
karaoke, and a gladiator duel, 
is the latest in a series of fund¬ 
raising events and awareness 
days organised by Mr Austin. 

He said: “The next event will 
be a sponsored walk in Septem¬ 
ber and we will take presents 
to children in the hospital at 
Christmas time. 

“We want to help other fami¬ 
lies because we know how it 
feels to be in their situation 
and we want to raise aware¬ 
ness about the disease.” 



Charity

A CYCLIST has had to 
end his round-the-world 
charity trip after run¬ 
ning into problems with 
Turkish authorities. 

Laurence Smith, of 
Orlingbury, set off on 
his trip in early May. At 
the time he said the ride 
was expected to take 
him at least two-and-a- 
half years and would 
cover a route through 
France, Germany, Aus¬ 
tria, Romania and Tur¬ 
key before he moved on 
to countries including 
Iran, Thailand, Vietnam 
and Japan.

Shoppers will go on a wild 
animal sculpture safari 



LOCAL artists have officially 
launched a new project which 
will transform Northamp¬ 
ton town centre into a safari 
scene. 

The project will feature a set of 60 
colourfully-painted safari animal 
sculptures on display around the town 
next June, and follows on from last 
year’s successful Pride of Northamp¬ 
ton project, which saw lions adorn the 
streets. 

The new models, which will include 
four-metre tall giraffes, gorillas, hip¬ 
pos, rhinos and elephants, will be de¬ 
signed and painted by local artists and 
displayed around the streets of the 
town centre for 12 weeks. 

Project manager Jess Daulerio said: 
“No other town has designed more 
than one animal before and we want¬ 
ed Northampton to be the first place to 
have the safari.” 

Safari Northampton will take place 
throughout the summer, with the 
sculptures being sold at auction after¬ 
wards to raise funds for three chari¬ 
ties, the Chron and Macmillan Cancer 
Support’s £1.55 million appeal to fund 
a new blood cancer treatment unit at 
Northampton General Hospital; the 
Warwickshire and Northamptonshire 
Air Ambulance; and the Born Free 
Foundation. 

Steve Warren, artistic director of 
Inspired Imagery, which is helping to 
run the project, said: “It’s never been 
done on this scale before and it will be 


fantastic when it hits the streets. Ul¬ 
timately we want to benefit the town 
and give people pride in the town.” 

Local artists Nathan Smith and 
Claire Pound have designed and cre¬ 
ated a gorilla, which is being used to 
promote the project. 

The blue gorilla, A.PE, which stands 
for armour plated entity, has been cre¬ 
ated to look like a warrior robot. 

Mr Smith said: “We wanted to do 
something different to an ape you 
would see in the jungle and we are try¬ 


ing to engage teenagers and children 
in the fantasy. The project will cheer 
people up and engage lots of people 
and make the town different.” 

Artists are remaining tight-lipped 
about designs for the Safari and Mr 
Warren said more animals will be re¬ 
vealed over the coming months. 

Claire Jarvis, who designed a pride 
lion which reflected the town centre 
streets, said she may link her new ani¬ 
mal to Northampton. 

She added: “I am keeping my design 


a secret and it will be quite different 
to last time but I may link it to North¬ 
ampton again. It’s nice to tie it in with 
the town.” 

Bill Pollard, the artist who designed 
a skeleton-look lion, said he wants to 
design a gorilla for the new project and 
added: “The experience last time has 
made me come back to do it again. It 
created an incredible buzz in the town 
centre and I felt last year it brought 
an incredible amount of pride to the 
town.”

“We are all absolutely de¬ 
lighted to have helped them 
all, it was a tough challenge 
but I’m so pleased that we all 
completed it.” 

Diabetes sufferer Rebecca 
Farrar, aged seven, from Har- 
pole, was given a new lease 
of life since the arrival of 
Shirley, a Labrador-golden re¬ 
triever cross who has the abil¬ 
ity to sniff out when Rebecca’s 
sugar levels are changing. 

Rebecca waited 12 months 
for the arrival of Shirley from 
the charity 18 months ago, but 
demand has soared, creating 
a waiting list of about three 
years. 

Pam Jones, a volunteer co¬ 
ordinator for the charity, said: 
“It’s fantastic that the group 
thought of us in their fund¬ 
raising effort.

SAINTS bosses have re¬ 
vealed the rugby club post¬ 
ed a record turnover for the 
past financial year, helping 
to secure a before tax profit 
of more than £800,000. 

It is the 11th consecutive sea¬ 
son that the Franklin’s Gardens 
club has posted a profit and the 
successful results off-the-pitch 
were mirrored on it, with the 
club in fine form as it reached the 
Heineken Cup final.

B ASED on the best-selling book 
by David Nicholls, One Day 
has been described as the ro¬ 
mance of the modern century so it’s 
little surprise that the big-screen ad¬ 
aptation has been one of the eagerly 
anticipated films of the year. 

Anne Hathaway and Jim Sturgess 
take the leads as bookish Yorkshire 
lass Emma Morley and charming 
ladies’ man Dexter Mayhew, who 
have a drunken encounter on their 
graduation on St Swithin’s Day in 
1988, and make a pact to remain 
friends. 

“When I sleep with someone, I 
either end up crying or weeping. 

We might bump into each other in 
the future. We’ll just be friends,” 
remarks Em, after a lame attempt 


at seducing Dexter, to which he 
replies: “Let’s keep in touch.” 

True to their words, the two friends 
stay in touch throughout the next 
few years, as Dex travels around the 
world while Emma slaves away in 


a Mexican restaurant in London. 
Their friendship is tested, first in 
1992, when they decide on a sponta¬ 
neous whim to go away on holiday 
together. 

After breaking a number of Em’s 


rules, Dex notes: “Me and you, it 
would be different. We want differ¬ 
ent things.” 

Despite the friends working in 
London - Dex channelling a young 
Jonathan Ross as his TV career hits 


a peak, where he steals the crown 
as the “king of car-crash TV”, while 
Em, who is now dating stand-up 
comic Ian (Rafe Spall), trains as 
a teacher - they often lose touch 
before reconnecting again. 
Unsurprisingly, the film, directed by 
An Education’s Lone Scherfig with 
a script by Nicholls, rushes through 
the characters’ lives throughout 20 
years, as they deal with the joys and 
heartbreaks of life. 

The challenge of the adaptation 
depends largely on the chemistry 
between Hathaway and Sturgess, 
but all too often, her accent distracts 
from that. 

Hathaway - who has been described 
as too ‘glamorous’ for the part 
- does a pretty good job, although 
she switches between Yorkshire and 
London accents, with her American 
twang slipping out in certain 
scenes. The casting of Sturgess is a 
surprise but rather spot on. 
Although Spall steals the show as 
Ian, the other characters, such as 
Romola Garai as Dex’s wife Sylvie 
and Patricia Clarkson as his mother, 
feel largely underused. 

The book is so well-loved that it is 
tough to do it justice, but despite 
everything, it’s an able adaptation 
capturing the spirit of the book, 
which fans will still enjoy.

rear seats, whereas the three-door 
is arguably better looking but with 
the inevitable penalty of a tricky 
journey to the second row 
Boot space is good regardless 
however, but families who want one 
will be better served with five doors. 

Under the skin, the Evoque has 
more options than any Range Rover 
before it. As well as the obvious 
four-wheel drive layout there is 
a low-emission front-wheel drive 
model paired to the cleanest 148bhp 
2.2-litre diesel, which achieves an 
impressive 133g/km of C02. 

There is a higher-output 187bhp 
version of the diesel too, as well as 
a 2.0-litre turbocharged petrol that 
is comfortably the quickest of the 
range. 


However, if you want the full 
experience then the more powerful 
diesel with four-wheel drive and an 
automatic gearbox is the way to go. 

Land Rover helpfully laid on 
some off-roading, and it took only 
a few hundred metres to realise 
that any fears about this being a 
showy on-road poser were quickly 
dispelled. 

The Land Rover off-road genes 
are clearly there, and the car is 
capable of more than 99% of its 
land-dwelling owners would ever 
go near. 

Despite all that, it is on road that 
the Evoque is most impressive. 

The first thing that is immediately 
apparent is the directness of the 
steering, which is well-weighted 
and with decent feel but with a sur¬ 
prising sharpness which 
highlights 


how agile and planted the car is. 

Even in town, it makes you 
forget you are driving something 
which could be called an SUV The 
ride quality, certainly with the 
standard suspension, is impres¬ 
sive too, although there are alloy 
wheel options and the impressive 
MagneRide damping system to give 
you more comfort or sportiness as 
you desire. 

Once you’ve finished cruising 
sedately and glancing at yourself 
in shop windows, the temptation 
to explore its abilities on a quiet 
road will be too hard to resist. The 
promise shown at low speeds is 
fully realised here too. 

The Evoque corners with real 
zeal, shrugs off its kerb weight and 
attacks the road like some sort of 
overgrown hot hatch. That it can do 
this without feeling out of its depth 
in mud or too harsh on broken 
streets is testament to its breadth 
of ability 

Some people won’t like the 
looks and others will dismiss it as 
another soft-roader for those who 
don’t need it. 

But viewed as a car in its own 
right, the Evoque is a mightily 
impressive piece of engineering 
and design. 

It is highly desirable, very capa¬ 
ble and even decent value. If you’re 
not a fan already, maybe the site of 
hundreds of them on the road in 
coming months will help change 
your mind. 


Y OU can measure the impor¬ 
tance of a car by the length of 
build-up to its introduction, 
and by this simple yardstick, the 
new Range Rover Evoque is just 
about the most important car to be 
launched by Land Rover in the last 
decade. 

There was the concept, then 
the public debut where Victoria 
Beckham made an appearance, and 
now finally after a wait that felt like 
Christmas had been postponed, the 
real thing is here. 

The Evoque is crucial because it 
will be the most accessible Range 
Rover ever. 

It’s a crucial distinction to make: 
the Evoque is cheaper than the 
Discovery, but that wears the Land 
Rover tag. 

No, The Evoque is a car for those 
who can’t yet afford a full-house 
Range Rover but want the status 
and prestige that goes with it. 

It all begins with the exterior 
appearance of course, which by any 
standards is eye-catching. 

The fact that the Evoque looks 
like a concept car that has driven 
straight off the show stand shows 
how brave the company has been. 

It has clear brand identifiers such 
as the clamshell bonnet and twin- 
bar grille, but the overall shape is 


much more radical and has a street- 
toughness about it that mixes with 
the luxury feel. 

Whatever your own opinion, the 
Evoque has unquestionably cap¬ 
tured the attention of the car-buy¬ 
ing public, and that is more than 
half the battle. 

Land Rover has also cleverly gone 
down the route of massive person¬ 
alisation, to tempt potential buyers 
even more. 

There are 12 exterior colours, 
three roof colours and eight alloy 
wheel designs just on the outside, 
but inside there are 16 ‘tailored’ 
interiors available as well as a huge 
list of options. 

Choosing your own will be a deli¬ 
cious and welcome dilemma, which 
of course is the whole point, but 
regardless of the boxes ticked, the 
Evoque’s cabin is another big plus. 

There are lots of geometric 
shapes within the cabin that tie it 
with the exterior looks, while the 
quality of the trim and the coolness 
of the displays scream luxury 

Of course, this is a significantly 
cheaper car than a Range Rover, but 
the Evoque sits comfortably in the 
same ball park as its illustrious big 
brother. 

Go for the five-door and you have 
a clearer view out and much easier 
access to the

CHRIS ASHTON is ready to pack 
a punch for England alongside his 
one-time assailant ManuTuilagi. 

The Northampton wing has hailed 
the talents of Tuilagi after his starring 
role in England’s perfect send off for the 
World Cup as they beat Ireland in Dublin 
on Saturday. 

The last time they were on a rugby field 
together, Ashton found himself on the re¬ 
ceiving end of an impressive three-punch 
combination from Leicester’s Anglo-Sa- 
moan centre. 

Tuilagi was later banned for five weeks 
and missed both the Aviva Premiership 
final and the Churchill Cup.

The im¬ 
pact he has on games for Leicester - he’s 
the sort of player who can change a 
game. 


“To be outside a guy like that, I’m pret¬ 
ty excited about it. He can create the gaps 
hopefully and I can just be outside. He 
can definitely change a game. We kissed 
and made up a while ago to be honest. It’s 
all forgotten. We’re part of a team now 
and it’s never brought up. 

“It might be when we play Leicester v 
Saints but for the time being it’s been put 
to bed.” 

Ashton is one of the big jokers in the 
team - but quite what ardent Northamp¬ 
ton supporters will make of him donning 
a Leicester jersey remains to be seen. 

His England team-mates were busy 
tweeting the snap on their way to Dublin.
